The news was given out in the 
form of a simple oral statem ent by 
the president th at at 2:30 today he 
would go over the new post office 
proposal for asking bids on air mail 
from commercial companies. 
The president was immediately 
flooded with questions as to how 
he would ask for such bids pending 
legislation, and whether old com­ 
panies whose contracts were re­

ROSSURE is constantly being brought on congress and on the 


immigration bureau to relax our immigration laws and 


io let in various classes of people from Europe. 
There is like- 


wise steady resistance to any legislation that would theck_con- 
stant additions to our working population from seaman deser- 
tions, and from western hemisphere immigration that now has 
no quota limitation. 
This kind of immigration is now held in 


check only by temporary executive orders barring persons like- 
ly to become a public charge. 


Since the enactment of our quota laws in 1924, it is esti- 


mated that over two million foreigners have been added to our 
working population at a time when labor saving devices and in- 
dustrial changes were throwing our own people out of employ- 
ment by the hundred thousand. 


Under these circumstances, every immigrant worker who 


has no job has had to be supported, and every immigrant who 
gets a job is displacing someone already here who needs that job. 
This,immigration, therefore, has added just so much to the bur- 
den that W2 now have to carry. 


We hear a great deal about humanizing our immigralin 


administration. 
There is more humbug than humanizing when 


the endeavor is made to oblige our consuls to .ssue visas to those 
for.whom bonds are given guaranteeing that they will not be- 
come a public charge.. What guarantee is there that they will 
rot be given the jobs for which there is bitter need among our 
own workers? 


By all means let everything possible be done for the help- 


less and suffering of all peoples, but let it not be done in a way 
that will be paid for by those of our own people on whom the 
present crisis is weighing most heavily. 


Let there be humanized administration of our immigration 


laws, but let us see to it that it is the real thing:

The lower 
license fee—$50 as compared with the $600 restaurant charge—and op- 
portunities for Sunday and after-hour liquor selling and use of bars, 
were potent lutes to the illicit trade. 


A racket in old and disused club charters, resurrected to give these 


establishments a semblance of legality, has gone hand in hand with the 
new-speakeasy business. 


But thinus do not look so bright for the "racket" clubs riglu now. 


The State Liqr-or Board has finally found a weapon against them that 
appears effective. Quo Warranto proceedings are under way against a 
cumber of the places under which the proprietors must prove their es- 
tablishments are actually legitimate clubs, living up to non-profit char- 
ters.

SCIENCE AGAIN SCORES 


That science may be well on the way to discovery of a preventive 


vaccine for the type of sleeping sickness that became epidemic last year 
In St. Louis, Kansas City, Mo., and Paris. 111., is revealed in an an- 
nouncement by the Rockefeller Institute of Medical Research. 


It will b; recalled that the outbreak, with its accompanying high 


death rate, caused nation-wide alarm. Experts in various lines of medi- 
cal research w;nt to the affected areas and assisted in efforts to pene- 
trate the mystrries of the baffling disease. These concentrated their at- 
tention largely toward finding the couse. Success was achieved last fall, 
when the Rockefeller institute, announced the virus, called "the St. Louis 
encephalitis," had been found. 


This marked the first important step in the search for a preventive. 


Since then, the institute reveals, a vaccine has been developed strong 
enough to protect mice'against from 1,000 to 1,000,000 doses of the virus. 
The vaccine apparently has not yet been tried on human subjects, but its 
success when used on mice gives promise that it v/ill meet the higher 
need. 


Development cf the serum was described by Leslie T. Webster and 


George L. File o:E the institute in an article in Science. The immunity ob- 
tained with mice, they said, "has persisted unchanged for three weeks 
and doubtless endures much longer."

That science may be well on the way to discovery of a preventive 


vaccine for the type of sleeping sickness that became, epidemic last year 
In St. Louis, Kansas. City, Mo., and Paris; 111., is .revealed in an an- 
nouncement by the Rockefeller Institute of Medical Research.

It will be recalled that the outbreak, with its .accompanying high 


death rate, caused nation-w^de alarm. Experts in various lines of medi- 
cal research went to the affected areas and assisted .in efforts to pene- 
trate the mysteries of the baffling disease. These concentrated their at- 
tention largely toward finding the couse. Success was'achieved last fall, 
when the Rockefeller institute, announced the. virus, called "the St. Louis 
encephalitis," had been found.

SCIENCE AGAIN SCORES 


That science may be well on the way to discovery of a preventive 
vaccine for the type of sleeping sickness that became epidemic last year 
in St. Louis, Kansas City. Mo., and Paris, 111., is revealed in an an­ 
nouncement by the Rockefeller Institute of Medical Research. 
It will be recalled th at the outbreak, with its accompanying high 
death rate, caused nation-wide alarm. Experts in various lines of medi­ 
cal research w^ent to the affected areas and assisted in efforts to pene­ 
trate the mysteries of the baffling disease. These concentrated their a t­ 
tention largely toward finding the couse. Success was achieved last fall, 
when the Rockefeller institute, announced the virus, called “the St. Louis 
encephalitis,” had been found. 
This marked the first important step in the search for a preventive. 
Since then, the institute reveals, a vaccine has been developed strong 
enough to protect mice against from 1.000 to 1,000.000 doses of the virus. 
The vaccine apparently has not yet been tried on human subjects, but its 
success when used on mice gives promise that it will meet the higher 
need. 
Development of the serum was described by Leslie T. Webster and 
George L. Fite of the institute in an article in Science. The immunity ob­ 
tained with mice, they said, “has persisted unchanged for three weeks 
and doubtless endures much longer.”

WASHINGTON, Mar. 27—Pres­ 
ident Roosevelt expects congress to 
enact legislation providing for strict 
regulation of stock and commodity 
exchanges during the next fortnight. 
The president advised the senate 
and house committees in charge of 
such legislation that he wants it to 
have “teeth.” in a letter addressed 
to the senate banking 
and 
the 
house interstate commerce commit­ 
tees, he demanded a measure which 
would curtail speculation and give 
the government “definite power of 
supervision” over exchanges. 
Mr. Roosevelt at the some time 
told congressional leaders of 
an, 
“organized drive” against enactment 
of such measures. He criticized the 
originators of this propaganda se 
verely and declared that incoming 
letters and messages opposing stock 
market legislation bore “all the ear­ 
marks of originating in the same 
source.” 
Issuance of the new letter, the 
second instance in which the pres­ 
ident has asked congress to enact 
stock market legislation, dissipat­ 
ed all reports that there would be 
no stock market bill enacted at this 
session. The executive declared that 
he distinctly wanted such legisla­ 
tion.

"If a state law, to that

should ever be passed, social work- 
ers who regard'their work more as 
a career than'an'occupation, should 
have no 'grounds • for fear of not 
being able to. pass a .civil service ex- 
amination. 
A true welfare worker 


should be able to meet any sort of 
a test concerning his work. 
"A person who desires to become 
active in the social.service field, and 
cannot meet the requirements of a 
•trained welfare worker, but hap- 
pens to be a friend-of-a-friend," of 
one of the higher-ups, is usually 
»ble to .make the grade because of 
his so-called connections." 
Operations of private relief

ganizations will not be curtailed by 
the growth of -public charities, aris- 
ing from the economic crisis, Dun- 
ham believes. He explained: 
"Although the needy have drifted

In the 100-yard dash the fully 
developed man would have to give 
the woman a lead of 15 yards to 
make the finish anywhere nearly 
even. 
He would have to give her 
38 yards in a 220-yard dash, 77 
yards in a 440-yard dash, and 168 
yards in the 880-yard run. 


These figures, of course, are only 
approximate. If the handicaps were 
based upon the world records for 
the four events mentioned the man 
could give the woman even longer 
starts and still come home victor­ 
ious. 
Men running the 220-yard dash 
always make better time in the last 
100 yards than in the first 120. And 
that would indicate that popular 
belief that women "stay” better 
than men is erroneous.
